Rules Justice 
Dept. Can't Sue 
for Integration 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP)—U.S. 


Dist. Judge H. Hobart Grooms to- 
day held that the Justice Depart- 
ment does not have the right to 
sue for integration of Madison 
County and Huntsville schools. 


The Justice Department filed 


suit in January seeking to inte- 
grate schools in federally impact- 
ed areas. 


Grooms used as precedent an 


identical suit filed in Mississippi 
which was dismissed last month. 


"I am of the opinion that the 


Untecl States is without authority 
to maintain this action,.and furth- 
er! that the1 complaint does1 
noti 


state a claim upon which relief 
can be granted," Grooms said. 


As late as May 13, 1963, the 


judge said,, the 5th Circuit Court 
of Appeals refused to hold that 
the United States could sue under 
the 14th Amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 


It did, however, reaffirm the 


principle that the United States is 
not a persons under the 14th 
Amendment, he said. 


The action was brought seeking 


to enjoin the school, boards from 
segregating 
any dependents of 


military personnel or civilian em- 
ployes in the public school sys- 
tem. 


The government said that such 


segregation would violate the civil 
rights of the children in areas in 
which federal funds are provided 
for maintenance of the schools. '

His condition is still grave,, and 


his Roman physician,, Dr. Piero 
Mazzoni, was with him throughout 
the night. It was his eighth 
straight night in the apostolic pal- 
ace. 


After the Pope's harrowing clay, 


the word from inside the Vatican 
was: "Only a miracle can save 
him."

textile mills buy U.S. cotton at 
world market prices. 


Such a course would enable U.S. 


mills to compete with foreign mills 
in the textile market and would 
keep them b u y i n g U.S. cotton 
rather than to use more and more 
synthetic fibers. 


The problem, of course, is to 


make U.S. cotton more competi- 
tive by making it cheaper without 
breaking the cotton farmer..

II sounds lo me as if your girl

Some Indians used to be
